1. KHMER AIR FORCE T-28'S STRUCK HEAVILY AGAINST COMMUNIST 
BASE AND LOGISTICS AREAS NORTHEAST AND NORTHWEST OF SIEM REAP 
YESTERDAY AND TODAY DESTROYING LARGE NUMBERS OF STRUCTURES AND 
CAUSING EXTENSIVE SECONDARY EXPOSIONS. FANK REPORTS THAT 
SEVENTY-FIVE SORTIES WERE CARRIED OUT IN THE RAIDS.
